.The Moyor Decision in Colorado 


The decision of the Colorado Supreme Court In the Moyer case is the 


most sweeping afflrnmtion of the power of a State executive to declare a 
military dictatorship at will ever delivered by a judicial tribunal in the 
United States. Even the President during the trying days of the Civil "War 
was not given such unlimited sweep of power by the courts as the Governor 
of Colorado has been clothed with by this decision. 
Here is the Colorac o 


court's interpretation of the law: 


'The Governor has th? right to use the military forces of the State to 


suppress insurrection. 


"He has also the power to ord'T the imprisonment and the killing of in- 


surrectionists if in his opinion that extremity is necessary. 


"He can detain military prisorers until he decides that the insurrection 


Is quelled. 


• "The courts of the S-ate hav<> no right to interfere with the military 


authorities and their handling of prisoners. 


"They have no power to attempt to discharge military prisoners." 
Under this dictum the Governo can, whenever he sees fit, declare that a 


•tate of insurrection pxlstp can suspend the writ of habeas corpus, abrogate 
the functions and processes of the courts, and order, summary arrests and 
executions without formal trial and conviction. This Is absolutism pure and 
•Imple. The Sultan or the Czar has no greater power. 


It is worthy of note that the most dastardly and horrible outrage thpt 


has occurred during the Colorado strike followd Immediately on the heeis 
of the decision. A railroad station and a lot of non-union miners were blown 
up with dynamite. 
A few hours later a detachment of militia stormed the 


hall of the Miners' Union in Victc r and shot to death seven or eight men 
This action seems to have been punitive. 


In the confusion It 
IE- difficult 
to distinguish truth from falsity or to 


p.roperly locate the blame for the atrocious condition that prevails in the mir- 
ing camps of Southern Colorado. 
That the strikers have perpetrated many 


lawless and atrocious outrages is beyond question. A condition was created 
that could only be dealt with flrm'y and summarily. 
The 
restoration of 


order became a supreme necessity. 


But It appears that the mllitaiy have gone to extremes and have com- 


mitted acts that have no justiflcat on In law. 
They have committed violent 


acts when no necessity existed for them. 
Some of these acts were foolish and 


positively mischievous. They aggravated the trouble and inflamed incendiary 
eentlment. 


Charles H. Moyer, president o' the Western Federation of Miners, was 


arrested without a warrant and 1'eld in close confinement. 
His attornej s 


were imprisoned, and the jurisdiction of a Judge who issued a writ of habeas 
corpus was denied. 
The Supreme < 'ourt now declares that the military weie 


within their powers in ignoring w -its, courts and the processes of the civil 
law. 
The Governor's simple decla- ation th&t a state of insurrection existed 


suspended the operation of all law. The right of the military to hold Moyrr 
a prisoner is therefore not open to question. The court refused to hear e\i- 
dence as to whether or not a state of insurrection really exists or to inquire 
'whether Moyer had In fact committed acts justifying his Imprisonment. The 
Governor's order has superseded the law, und the constitutional right of a 
speedy trial by jury and confrontation with witnesses for the prosecution is 
swept entirely aside. 


A serious condition undoubtedlv exists In Colorado, one requiring a dis- 


play of both firmness and farce, but it Is extremely doubtful if it is so Ferlou'- 
to warrant the extraordinary pov ers assumed 
by the Governor and the 


militia under his commard. 
The derision of the Supreme Court In the 


Moyer case sets a dangerous prec >dent. It clothes the Governor with the 
authority to constitute himself a dictator at will. 
Within the limits of his | 


political jurisdiction he ca-i at anj time substitute his simple command for 
the low and the machinery devised for its enforcement. Neither his acts nor , 
his authority can he questioned 'localise they are above judicial review. | 
The only check on his power is the impeaching prerogative of the Legisla- 
ture.

DENVER, June S.—The twenty-four 


deported union miners from the Crip- 
ple Creek district, exiled since the se- 
rious riots in that section, rode into 
Denver about midnight on a special 
train over the Denver and Rio Grande. 
In the rear of the car stood nine guards 
armed with shotguns and army rifles 
who had been deputized to conduct 
them to Denver from the grot'a camp 
The miners were unarmed._ Nearly all 
were penniless. The men were met by 
about forty delegates to the convention 
of the Western Federation of Miners 
and 'were taken to a restaurant. 


Th'e miners declare that the Cripple 


Creek district is no longer safe for un- 
ion men. "Any one who has an ene- 
my," said one, "had better get out, be- 
cause It is impossible for him to be pro- 
tected there now." 


The miners assert that when they 


were arrested 
they 
weer 
searched I 


by guards of the .military and Citi- 
zens' Alliance and their money and 
valuables taken. 
They also 
declare 


that before they w^re placed on the 
train they were lined up by armed 
members 'of the Citizens' Alliance an.i 
their federation cards taken from them. 
They were told that they were wanted 
in Cripple Creek but that they must 
tale out cards in the; Citizens' Alliance 
to stay. If they did not consent to dq_ 
this they were to be deported. 


After eating a henrty meal, the first 


that some of them had enjoyed, so ths 
fugitives stated, In twenty-four hours, 
they secured beds any place where they 
could get accommodations. One of the 
deported miners saH: 


"I do not know why I was arrested. 


No more do I know why I was sent 
away from Victor 
and the Cripple 


Creek country. I have violated no law, 
destroyed no property, Injured no man. 
So far as I know cv^ry one of the men 
driven with me from home are equally 
innocent with' myself."
